The claims of the present international application relate, inter alia, to various peptides (and nucleic acids which 
encode therefor) which have the function of HMCjCoA reductase inhibitor, phosphomevalonate inhibitor, 
reducing the accumulation of cholesterol in the cholesterol biosynthesis pathway and/or reducing the level of 
serum cholesterol. Said peptides were obtained from the scorpion, Buthus martensi Karsch. It is apparent that 
none of the cited art discloses a sequence which would render the present claims either not novel or non- 
inventive. 

Claim 24 of the application relates to a peptides having tiie above functional characteristics, but not limited to a 
particular sequence. The claimed peptides, however, are of specific molecular weights. 

Dl, the closest art, relates to the use of crude scorpion venom {fromButhus tamulus) to. induce acute myocarditis 
in dogs to study the effects of scorpion stings.. While it is possible that some of the peptide components in said 
venom had the above functional characteristics, there is no clear teaching that this is the case. It is apparent that 
the effects seen in the dogs' serum profile was due to the release of epinephrine and catecholamines. Further, 
there is no suggestion of the claimed molecular weights. The skilled person would not be led to the presently 
claimed peptides, with specific molecular weights. Hence, claim 24 (and claims appended thereto) must be 
considered both novel and inventive over Dl.
